Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  some  changes  in  the  Staff 
of  the  Department.  Dr.  Cargin  resigned  his  appointment  as  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer  on  15th  April,  and  Dr.  A.  F.  Adamson  commenced 
duties  as  Assistant  Medical  Officer  on  16th  April  last,  but  resigned 
this  position  on  being  appointed  to  a  similar  position  at  Walsall, 
in  December. 

The  health  of  the  town  shows  a  considerable  improvement  to 
that  of  previous  years,  principally  due  to  weather  conditions  and 
an  absence  of  any  serious  epidemic. 

Health  Week  was  celebrated  in  October,  and  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  on  the  Cleansing  of  Food  Receptacles  was  given  to  the  licenced 
victuallers  and  restaurant  keepers. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  help,  and  also  to  the  Staff  for  the  able  manner  in  which 
they  have  carried  out  their  duties  throughout  the  year.

BIRTHS. 

1,745  births  were  registered  and  the  adjusted  or  corrected 
figures  give  a  total  of  1,740,  a  decrease  of  113  as  compared  with 
the  figure  for  1922. 

The  proportion  of  males  to  females  born  was  905  to  835. 

The  illegitimate  births  totalled  61,  comprising  37  males  and 
24  females,  equivalent  to  3.5%  of  the  total  births.  The  rates  for 
the  preceding  three  years  were  3.5%,  5.18%  and  6.01%.

The  actual  number  of  deaths  and  the  death-rate  figures 
show  a  marked  decrease  for  the  year.  The  death  rate  is  below 
the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  and  is  the  lowest  recorded 
since  West  Hartlepool  became  a  County  Borough. 
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In  the  following  diagram  is  shewn  the  prominent  causes  of 
death.  Infant  deaths  comprise  only  those  dying  from  Malforma¬ 
tion,  Marasmus,  Debility  and  Premature  Births,  the  others  being 
included  under  the  respective  causes  of  death. 


From  the  above  diagram  it  will  be  noticed  that  more  than 
a  third  of  the  deaths  are  due  to  diseases  of  the  chest.  These 
are  largely  preventable,  and  much  could  be  done  to  improve  this 
state  of  affairs,  if  people  would  take  more  care  of  themselves  when 
suffering  from  a  common  cold — which  is,  in  fact,  the  first  symptom 
of  many  diseases — and  make  some  effort  to  get  rid  of  it,  instead 
of  neglecting  it  altogether  and  spreading  it  amongst  all  those  with

whom  they  come  in  contact.  Then,  and  then  only,  will  a  great 
deal  of  unnecessary  suffering  and  deaths  from  chest  diseases  be 
prevented.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  children  who  died  before  reaching  one  year 
of  age  was  160,  comparable  with  186  for  the  previous  year,  921 
for  1921,  225  for  1920,  and  189  for  1919. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  91.9  per  1,000  births,  while 
the  rates  for  the  three  previous  years  were,  100.3,  95.9,  and  102.9. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  69. 

With  a  low  general  death-rate  one  expects  to  find  a  low 
infant  mortality  rate.  The  death-rate  of  the  Borough  is  low,  the 
lowest  on  record,  and  so  too  is  the  infant  mortality,  but  while 
the  general  death-rate  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales, 
the  infant  mortality  rate  is  considerably  higher.  From  these  statis-

tics  it  would  appear  that  all  our  energies  were  being  devoted  to 
those  above  one  year  of  age  whilst  the  babies  were  being  neglected. 
Much,  however,  is  being  done  for  the  latter  through  the  instru¬ 
mentality  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Welfare  Centres  (see 
Tables  on  page  64)  to  educate  and  train  mothers  whose  old- 
fashioned  ideas  are  deep-rooted,  to  get  rid  of  the  grandmotherly 
influences  and  experiences  which  date  back  to  the  time  when  it 
was  a  case  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest,  is  a  work  which  re¬ 
quires  a  tremendous  amount  of  tact  and  infinitely  more  patience 
than  the  average  man  realises.  The  results  of  such  propaganda 
and  work  only  show  themselves  after,  in  many  cases,  consider¬ 
able  periods  of  time,  but  one  gratifying  fact  stands  out  in  the 
1923  figures,  and  that  is  that  the  infantile  mortality  amongst 
babies  attending  the  Centres  is  45.1  per  1,000  against  105.8  per 
1,000  for  babies  who  had  not  attended  the  Centres.  When  one 
considers  that  the  children  attending  the  Centres  are  from  the 
poorest  quarters  of  the  town,  it  will  be  realised  that  something 
has  been  done,  and  also  that  a  great  deal  remains  to  be  done 
for  the  other  babies  of  West  Hartlepool.

CLEANLINESS  OF  DRINKING  AND  EATING 

UTENSILS,  ETC. 

The  most  common  route  by  which  bacteria  gain  access  to 
the  human  body  is  by  way  of  the  mouth,  either  in  the  process 
of  breathing  or  by  eating  and  drinking,  and  to  the  latter  special 
attention  has  been  directed  by  the  Department.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria,  syphilis,  tuberculosis 
and  the  various  types  of  lung  trouble  are  all  capable  of  being 

passed  from  one  person  to  another  by  way  of  eating  and  drinking 
utensils  if  these  are  not  adequately  washed  after  usage.  All  patients 
known  to  be  suffering  from  these  diseases  are  advised  to  keep 

special  utensils  for  their  own  personal  use  and  thoroughly  cleanse 
them  after  use.  Such  measures  are  easily  carried  out  in  their  own 
homes,  but  what  about  the  large  number  of  people  who  are 

carrying  disease  around  with  them  and  who  are  possibly  unaware 

of  the  existence  of  their  complaint.  They  mix  freely  with  healthy 
persons  and  join  them  in  hotels,  restaurants,  and  public  houses  ; 
all  places  where  cups  and  glasses  are  used  by  others.  It  is  there-

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fore  essential  to  the  health  of  the  locality  that  such  establishments 
should  thoroughly  cleanse  these  utensils,  and  to  do  this  they  re¬ 
quire  hot  or  boiling  water  for  washing  purposes.  Unfortunately, 
there  are  some  places  in  this  town  where  the  iniquitous  system 
of  “  dipping  and  allowing  to  drain  ”  prevails,  and  others  where 
they  are  content  to  use  cold  water  for  washing  purposes. 

With  these  facts  in  view,  demonstrations  were  given  to  the 
licensed  victuallers  and  the  restaurant  keepers  on  a  piece  of  ap¬ 
paratus  (designed  by  the  Manchester  Health  Department  and  manu¬ 
factured  by  a  Warrington  firm)  for  the  purpose  of  sterilising  glasses 
and  dishes. 

The  attendances  were  disappointing  and  the  general  attitude 
was  mainly  hostile.  The  principal  arguments  put  forward  were  : 

(1)  That  the  process  required  too  much  time  (i.e.,  about  a 
minute  for  one  dozen  glasses). 

(2)  That  the  glasses  took  too  long  to  cool ;  and 

(3)  That  beer  could  not  be  put  into  warm  glasses  without 
losing  its  “  head.”  They  admitted  that  a  greasy  mouth 
or  moustache  would  turn  the  beer  “  flat,”  but  they  would 
not  admit  that  hot  water  was  necessary  to  remove  grease 
from  the  glass. 

Just  as  the  public  expect  to  get  clean  bread,  sound  meat 
and  food,  so  are  they  entitled  to  clean  eating  and  drinking  utensils 
for  the  consumption  of  that  food.

During  the  year,  167  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified, 
compared  with  96  for  the  previous  year  ;  143  in  1921  ;  230  in 
1920,  and  506  in  1919.

Institutional  treatment  at  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital  was 
received  by  103  of  these  patients,  or  61.6%  of  the  total  number 
notified. 


There  were  three  return  cases.

Six  deaths  occurred  from  these  diseases- -four  under  1  year 
of  age,  one  25  to  35  years,  and  one  55  to  65  years.  Four  died 
from  Congenital  Syphilis  and  the  other  two  from  Tertiary  Syphilis. 

Four  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  Workhouse  and  one  each 
in  the  North  and  North-East  Wards. 

Novarsenobillon,  supplied  to  the  medical  practitioners  free  of 
cost,  numbered  150  phials  ;  120  being  used  in  the  Cameron  Hos¬ 
pital  and  30  in  private  practice. 

The  Durham  University  College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  examined  262  specimens.  Of  this  number,  94  were  from 
the  Treatment  Centre  and  168  from  the  practitioners  ;  the  total 
cost,  including  expenses,  being  £72  13s.  Od.  260  of  the  specimens 
sent  were  for  Wassermann  Reaction  and  2  for  the  detection  of 
Gonococci.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  Tables  that  there 
has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  who  have 
attended  the  Centre  for  the  first  time  during  the  year.  As  this 
decrease  is  being  observed  throughout  the  country,  it  may  be  taken 
as  an  undoubted  fact  that  venereal  disease  is  on  the  decline. 

For  some  time,  people  have  been  urged  to  get  early  advice 
and  carry  out  the  necessary  treatment  to  render  themselves  non- 
inf  ectious.  Such  treatment  may  have  to  be  spread  over  a  number 
of  months,  and  the  greatest  difficulty  is  met  in  trying  to  per¬ 
suade  patients  to  continue  with  this  treatment  and  to  convince 
them  that,  although  they  are  feeling  sound  in  body  and  limb  and 
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show  no  external  evidence  of  the  disease,  it  is  absolutely  essential, 
in  order  to  effect  a  cure  that  they  continue  to  do  as  they  are 
told  until  they  are  finally  discharged.  It  is  gratifying,  therefore, 

to  find  that,  although  the  new  patients  have  dropped  from  234  in 
1922  to  153,  the  total  number  of  attendances  has  increased  from 
4,606  to  5,229. 

CANCER. 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  numbered  67,  a  decrease  of  15 
when  compared  with  the  total  for  1922. 

The  death-rate  was  .94  per  1,000  per  annum,  and  is  equal 
to  8.6%  of  the  total  deaths.

MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 

The  only  hospital  in  the  Borough  used  entirely  for  maternity 
purposes  is  the  Corporation  Maternity  Home,  “  Grantully.”  This 
was  opened  during  the  preceding  year,  and  is  rapidly  becoming 
more  popular  amongst  those  classes  for  whom  it  was  intended. 
During  the  year,  154  women  were  admitted  as  in-patients,  and  it 
is  worthy  of  note  that  the  number  of  “  bookings  ”  increased  towards 
the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  found  necessary  to  increase  the  staff 
to  cope  with  the  work,  and  accordingly  one  staff  nurse,  one  nurse 
and  one  nursemaid  were  appointed  in  addition. 

The  outbreak  of  Puerperal  Fever  in  March  necessitated  the 
closing  down  of  the  Home  for  a  fortnight.  The  means  at  our 
disposal  for  isolating  a  suspected  case  or  treating  a  case  of  puer¬ 
peral  fever  were  proved  to  be  inadequate,  both  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  patients  and  those  in  charge.  In  consequence,  the 
Council  asked  and  received  sanction  from  the  Ministry  to  build  a 
small  isolation  block  in  the  grounds  of  the  Home,  but  at  the 
end  of  the  year  this  work  had  not  been  commenced.
